THE COMMUNITY CHESTS AND CHILDREN’S 
WORK 


Ever since the first financial federations chests 
were organized there has been questioning the minds 
social workers and leading executives the federa- 
tions the effect these organizations have social 
work, and may have the future. Uncertainty 
handling this new community instrument has resulted 
variety reactions. times the social workers 
community have entered into the new scheme with 
enthusiasm; other times they have been fearful that 
the control their work will taken from them 
outside financial control and have not taken active 
share they might; other cases they have really 
been barred from participation chest committees 
which conceive themselves deputed the contrib- 
utors keep the costs down, irrespective the social 
results such policy. new field yet and 
process being explored. What may children’s workers 
add the discussion? 

far the chest relieves the children’s executive 
undue worry about raising money, thus releasing his 
time and energy for development his organization’s 
work, the chest does valuable service. executive 
cannot constantly fresh for the direction the social 
policies his organization and the solution the prob- 
lems children engrossed raising money. 

There another aspect, however, which causing 
real concern social workers and leading chest officials 
alike. That the possibility dictation the chest. 
Money necessarily plays important réle the deter- 
mination the policies agency. costs more, 
for example, high grade boarding work than 
does free placing; there are children who possibly 
for their own good, but certainly for the community’s 
good, should not made the public books 
are not eligible public aid. Yet chest control which 
not socialized may pare the budgets down such 
degree that flexibility program becomes impossible. 
The chest then becomes dictatorship contributors 
unmindful ignorant the effect their financial 
policies terms childhood. This has happened more 
than once. 

The old method financing had this clear advantage: 
the financial control and the control policies general 
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tended lodged the same group, that education 
along lines policy readily affected the financial end 
the work. Realization this fact and the danger 
divorcing the contributors from real participation 
the work they support keenly realized leading 
chest officials and every effort made bridge the gap. 
Nevertheless remains definite tendency resulting 
from financial centralization. This operates both 
centralize the financial control and also make more 
necessary the social interpretation the community’s 
needs the small group actually control the 
finances. For this group can lead can block progress; 
can act the pioneering body the community 
social affairs defense committee the contribu- 
tors keep the expenditures down. 

All these and other matters were recently discussed 
small conference executives chests and coun- 
cils social agencies held Des Moines, Iowa. was 
apparent that the leading members this group are 
keenly aware their problems are the agency execu- 
tives whose work affected financial federations. 
Mr. Wilfred Reynolds, Executive Secretary the 
Chicago Council Social Agencies and Vice-president 
the Child Welfare League America, the opening 
discussion the conference laid down what one might 
call principles socialized finance. For the best inter- 
ests all sees the financial and the social leadership 
closely interlocked that the functions both are 
almost inseparable. puts the determination the 
needs the community the first duty joint financ- 
ing. this would base the financial response 
secured from the community. would likewise have 
the central financing agency make sure that the agencies 
the community are doing their work well and covering 
the field meet all needs; have responsible for plan- 
ning for the future; make the interpreter social 
work the community. His conception evidently pre- 
supposes the closest possible alliance between the agen- 
cies and the financial federations all points. 

Such close co-ordination pursuing common pur- 
pose is, believe, the soundest policy and the one 
likely prevail the future—even the cost hard- 
ship some communities where opposite idea now 
vogue. Such would also seem the point view 
Mr. Halbert, the Kansas City Council 
Social Agencies, who considers the financial federation 
much responsible for promoting better standards 
work the agencies drawing support from them 
for the raising money. 

Mr. Pierce Williams, Secretary the American 
Association for Community Organization, gathered 
the threads the discussion and the conclusion seemed 
rather general that order reach its objectives the 
community chest must supply community leadership 


and that this turn demands that the chest federa- 
tion executive qualified social worker who knows 
what functions various social organizations can and 
ought perform community. those who are 
doubtful the success financial federation measured 
results for children’s work such expression from the 
central executive the movement acceptable. 

And such assurance needed. know children’s 
agencies seriously handicapped because the financial fed- 
eration se2ms financial dictatorship apparently 
interested only keeping the expenditures down and 
not aware indifferent the effect this policy 
children the community. know other agencies 
which have had numerous and severe cuts their 
budgets over period years because the financial 
campaigns have not been successful. These agencies 
had financed their work successfully before the chest 
was organized, but now they are barred from making 
special efforts their own behalf. addition the 
communities are growing, and the intake for which there 
inadequate service cannot reduced without bring- 
ing serious criticism and the federation. 

Because such experiences these cripple the chil- 
dren’s work community, and because children’s 
work the most effective appeal financial campaigns 
(to judge from “Suppose Nobody Cared” literature), 
there reason expect that financial federations will 
take into account the social aspects the work quite 
seriously the financial. not surprising that 
some executives children’s agencies prefer manage 
their own finances when they hear such experiences 
the above. Yet think that the whole our 
members consider federated handling finance both 
economical and advantageous. There certainly in- 
spiration the common effort present com- 
munity the various phases social work co-ordi- 
nated way one given time. makes for teamwork, 
for less sectionalism, for more mutual respect.—C.

WHAT THE LEGION NEEDS TODAY

tions they may build temporary care service. More 
especially have emphasized their decision ask 
all approved child welfare organizations co-operate 
with them. hope soon able give our mem- 
bers concrete information about the way co-operative 
arrangements are being developed between some the 
State Departments the Legion and children’s organ- 
izations. Meanwhile our members will glad 
know that such relations are being entered into vari- 
ous States, East, West and South, that active plan- 
ning going forward. Some our correspondents 
have felt that progress should more rapid. Perhaps 
that would desirable, but there are certain facts 
that should kept mind this connection. 

The Legion program was written group pro- 
gressive and courageous men looking far into the future. 
They did not expect that could put into effect 
few months year two years. They knew 
that they have great constituency young men 
who have never given any thought matters child 
welfare, but who must educated support the pro- 
organization functioning; others committees have 
not even been appointed; still others their officials 
are trying discover what services they can get from 
children’s organizations. Already they have the prob- 
lem the difficult girl their hands. know 
widow whose case was relieved the co-operation 
friendly sheriff’s wife. Legionnaires are opening their 
homes children buddies. The local Legion people 
who have face the problems have not always learned 
how much they can get from the children’s societies 
that are now functioning. For this and for any de- 
velopments that seem backward one-sided, 
criticism not the remedy.

CHILD WELFARE NEWS 


Dr. Armand-Delille France has recently told 
his experience with over 2500 children ranging age 
from three ten who were removed from the homes 
their tuberculous parents special welfare station 
outside Paris. Each child was examined the 
doctor the time admission and annually there- 
after. They remained the station for periods 
years, depending upon the duration their parents’ 
all these 2500 only developed 
tuberculosis, which proved fatal two cases. This 
gives rate less than one-third one per cent, while 
the children remaining contact with the bacilli 
carriers showed rate per cent. and mortality 
rate per cent. 
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The Michigan Department Health has been making 
survey the goitre situation that State. Michigan, 
like the other lake states, area where this malady 
frequently found. Examination the whole school 
population one county that State showed that 
55.6 per cent. the children showed thyroid enlarge- 
ment. The percentage rural children was almost 
per cent. higher than among city children.

eugenics record office the Carnegie Institu- 
tion Washington has just published report its 
studies body types.

whereas diabetes, inflammation the kidneys, apoplexy, 
hardening the arteries and numerous diseases the 
stomach and intestines are associated with fleshy 
Time. 


From Study the Newsboys Springfield, Massa- 
chusetts, was learned that the school retardation was 
per cent. greater and truancy three and half times 
frequent among newsboys among school pupils 
whole, while study court records showed there 
were per cent. more delinquencies among newsboys 
than among boys general. only cases the 325 
boys were they helping widowed mothers. The follow- 
ing principal were made: That 
applicant for license required file statement 
from his school principal regard his school attend- 
ance record and grade; that the parent boy who 
desires work make written application for his license;

Through co-operation with the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office and the Judge the Civil Court 
hearing the bastardy cases, every girl applying for 
warrant for the alleged father her child reported 
here—both those cases which warrant issued and 
also those which impossible issue warrant, 
where course the girl even more need advice 
and help.
